Only a portion 
of the community will re¬ 
ceive call attempts. There is 
no need for action whether or 
not you receive a call. 

The Caller ID will read 
800-791-3749 and the mes¬ 
sage will say “This is a test of 
your community’s CodeRED 
Emergency Notification Sys¬ 
tem. No action is required, 
this is only a test. Had this 
been an actual emergency 
you would have received 
important information from 
your local officials. Again, 
this is only a test.” 

The process will increase 
the efficiency of the system 
and the speed in which no¬ 
tifications will be delivered 
when the system is used dur¬ 
ing an actual emergency. 

“Residents and business¬ 
es are encouraged to visit 
our website and update their 
contact information. If your 
phone number is not in the 
database, you will not receive 
a call when we do launch 
an important notification,” 
Neider Reynolds, County 
Emergency Management Di¬ 
rector said. In particular, in¬ 
dividuals who have unlisted 
phone numbers, who have 
changed their phone number 
or address within the past 
year and those who use a cel¬ 
lular phone or VoIP phone as 
their primary number should 
add or update their contact 
information in the emergen¬ 
cy database.

Fire Hazard 
Season is upon us 

Bracken County resi¬ 
dents are reminded that Fire 
Hazard Season is upon us. 

According to KRS 
149.400, Kentucky Forest 
Fire Hazard Season is Febru¬ 
ary 15 through April 30 and 
October 1 through December 
15. 

During the forest fire haz¬ 
ard seasons, even though the 
precautions required by KRS 
149.375 have been taken, it 
is unlawful for any person 
to: set fire to, or to procure 
another to set fire to, any 
fiammable material capable 
of spreading fire, located in 
or within one hundred fifty 
feet (150’) of any woodland 
or brushland, except between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 
a.m., prevailing local time, 
or when the ground is cov¬ 
ered with snow. 

Remember, all fires 
should be attended until ex¬ 
tinguished.

From Washington’s 
Speeches And Letters 
To Mrs. Martha Washington 

Philadelphia, 18 June, 1775 

My Dearest: I am now 
set down to write to you on a 
subject which fills me with in¬ 
expressible concern, and this 
concern is greatly aggravated 
and increased when I refiect 
upon the uneasiness I know 
it will give you. It has been 
determined in Congress that 
the whole army raised for the 
defence (sic) of the American 
cause shall be put under my 
care, and that it is necessary 
for me to proceed to Boston 
to take upon me the command 
of it. 

You may believe me, 
my dear Patsy, when I assure 
you in the most solemn man¬ 
ner, that, so far from seeking 
this appointment, I have used 
every endeavor in my power 
to avoid it, not only from my 
unwillingness to part with and 
the family, but from a con¬ 
sciousness of its being a trust 
too great for my capacity, and 
that I should enjoy more real 
happiness in one month with 
you at home, than I have the 
most distant prospect of find¬ 


ing abroad, if my stay were to 
be seven times seven years. 
But as it has been a kind of 
destiny that has thrown me 
upon this service, I shall hope 
that my undertaking it is de¬ 
signed to answer some good 
purpose. 

You might, and I suppose 
did perceive, from the tenor of 
my letters, that I was appre¬ 
hensive I could not avoid this 
appointment, as I did not pre¬ 
tend to intimate when I should 
return. That was the case. It 
was utterly out of my power 
to refuse this appointment 
without exposing my charac¬ 
ter to such censures as would 
have refiected dishonor upon 
myself, and given pain to my 
friends. 

This, I am sure, could not, 
and ought not, to be pleas¬ 
ing to you, and must have 
lessened me considerably in 
my own esteem. I shall rely, 
therefore, confidently on that 
Providence which has hereto¬ 
fore preserved and been boun¬ 
tiful to me, not doubting but 
that I shall return safe to you 
in the fall.

Do Statin Drugs Raise 
Cataract Risk? 



There is good reason why 
the group of cholesterol¬ 
lowering drugs known 
collectively as “statins” (HMG- 
CoA reductase inhibitors) is 
among the most popular on the 
market. Medications such as 
Lipitor (atorvastatin calcium) 
have proven themselves to 
be a very effective first-line 
defense against arterial plaque 
buildup associated with heart 
attacks and stroke. At the 
same time, however, recent 
research reveals that taking 
statins increases the user’s risk 
of developing cataracts. While 
no one is about to recommend 
that those at high risk of stroke 
and heart disease stop taking 
statins out of fear that their use 
might lead to cataracts, statin 
users may want to be more 
scrupulous about scheduling 
regular eye exams.

Legislation 
introduced to help 
strengthen Prepaid 

Tuition Program 

State Rep. Mike Den¬ 
ham of Maysville has intro¬ 
duced House Bill 279 that 
will save the state $20.1 mil¬ 
lion and protect funds for 
higher education through 
changes to the state’s prepaid 
tuition plan administered by 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

“This legislation will 
protect account holders who 
have been counting on this 
fund to pay for their child’s 
education,” Denham said. 
“By closing loopholes that 
have led to a program deficit, 
we are reducing the obliga¬ 
tion of the General Fund in 
the coming years.” 

The bill would set the 
rate of return on Kentucky 
Affordable Prepaid Tuition 
(KAPT) accounts that are not 
used for educational purpos¬ 
es. It would also set 2028 as 
the last year a KAPT account 
can be used for any purpose. 

“The last account owner 
is projected to graduate col¬ 
lege in 2026,” said Dr. Carl 
Rollins, Executive Director 
of KHEAA. “We need to 
make sure that we uphold 
our promise to those children 
and families that have invest¬ 
ed for education.” 

KAPT was established 
by the General Assembly in 
2000 to help families save 
for college. It has not accept¬ 
ed new enrollments since 
2004 because tuition infia- 
tion started outpacing fund 
growth. 

Kentucky families can 
still save for college expens¬ 
es with the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation Savings Plan Trust, 
administered by KHEAA.

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KSP Warns of 
One-Ring Cell 
Phone Scam 

The Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice is warning cell phone 
users to be aware of a new 
scam called “The One-Ring 
Scam.” Better Business 
Bureaus (BBB) across the 
country are seeing a rash of 
reports of Ting and runs’ on 
cell phones where returning a 
missed call from an unknown 
number may cost you. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Mi¬ 
chael Webb says scammers 
profit from individuals who 
are curious enough to return 
that missed call. 

“A computer program 
originating outside the U.S. 
dials American customers 
and lets the phone ring one 
or two times before hang¬ 
ing up,” says Webb. “This is 
enough time to register on a 
phone’s missed-calls screen, 
but typically not enough 
time for a user to actually an¬ 
swer.” 

“Many people who re¬ 
ceive a missed call will re¬ 
turn the call and that is when 
their account is charged ap¬ 
proximately $20 for the call 
and $9 for every additional 
minute.” 

BBB experts say this is 
called ‘phone cramming,’ 
when automated dialers 
send out thousands of calls 
to random numbers. Most of 
the area codes are from the 
Caribbean Islands, but BBB 
says there is no way for them 
to really know where the 
calls are coming from. 

Webb advises citizens to 
refrain from returning calls 
they do not recognize. 

“We are encouraging 
people to review their cell 
phone statements and contact 
their cellular carrier immedi¬ 
ately if they notice unauthor¬ 
ized charges,” adds Webb.

Dominican Republic -

Tree Repair Due to Ice Damage

The recent ice storm 
caused major damage to 
many trees throughout the 
county. Some trees demon¬ 
strate significant damage, and 
other trees display little or 
no damage. The first reason 
trees fail in ice storms is the 
angle at which the branches 
are attached is narrow. The 
second reason is the wood is 
brittle. Proper tree selection 
and annual pruning will help 
avoid these problems. 

Before you give up on 
a tree that has lost a branch, 
evaluate it and see if it can be 
pruned. Overtime, the tree 
will naturally fill in the bare 
area. If you try to save the 
tree, the broken branch needs 
to be correctly pruned to 
avoid diseases attacking the 
splintered wood. If the whole 
remaining branch must be re¬ 


moved, follow it back to the 
trunk, and locate the branch 
collar. The branch collar is 
the swollen area where the 
branch connects to the trunk. 
This is the location where 
you cut the branch. Howev¬ 
er, do not cut the branch fiush 
against the trunk. By cutting 
at the branch collar, the tree 
will naturally heal. If part 
the branch can be salvaged, 
cut back to a lateral branch. 
Do not leave a branch stub. 
Without leaves to provide 
photosynthetic energy to the 
branch, it will die and dis¬ 
eases will invade the area. 
Finally do not paint or apply 
any substance to pruned or 
broken branches. This will 
limit or prevent the tree from 
healing. For more informa¬ 
tion on how to prune dam¬ 
aged trees, visit the Bracken 
County Extension Office.
